STATE  OF  NEW  HAMPSHIRE. 


To  the  inhabitants  of  the  Town  of  Durham^  in  the  County 
of  Strafford y  in  said  State,  qualified  to  vote  in  town 
affairs: 

You  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  at  the  Town  Hall  in 
said  Durham,  on  Tuesday,  the  tenth  day  of  March  next, 
19 14.  at  ten  o'clock  in  the  forenoon,  to  act  upon  the 
following  subjects: 

1.  To  choose  a  Town  Clerk,  three  Selectmen,  Town 
Treasurer,  Collector  of  Taxes,  two  Auditors,  and  all 
the  other  necessary  town  oflBcers  for  the  ensuing  year. 

2.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  town  will  vote  to 
raise  to  pay  necessary  town  charges. 

3.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  town  will  vote  to 
raise  for  the  repairs  of  highways  and  bridges. 

4.  To  see  what  snm  of  money  the  town  will  vote  to 
raise  and  appropriate  for  the  improvement  of  high- 
ways, in  accordance  with  an  act  of  the  legislature  of 
1905,  entitled  "An  act  to  provide  State  aid  and  for  the 
expenditure  of  other  public  moneys  in  the  improvement 
of  the  main  highways  throughout  the  state,"  and  to 
pass  any  other  vote  with  reference  thereto. 

5.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  a  sum  of 
money  to  repair  or  rebuild  the  Packers'  Falls  bridge 
near  the  power  house. 

6.  To  see  what  action  that  the  town  of  Durham,  N. 
H,  will  take  toward  the  purchase  of  a  kerosene  tractor 
for  the  use  of  the  town  in  the  building  and  repairs  of 
its  streets  and  highways,  and  to  appropriate  a  suflBcient 
amount  of  money  for  the  same,  not  to  exceed  two 
thousand  dollars,  agreeably  to  a  petition  signed  by  D. 
Albert  Watson,  and  nine  other  legal  voters. 


7.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  allow  the  Knights 
of  King  Arthur,  under  the  charge  of  Mis  P.  D.  Paine, 
the  use  of  the  store  in  the  town  house  for  a  museum, 
the  vote  to  take  effect  when  the  present  occupant  va- 
cates the  premises. 

8.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  se- 
lectmen to  pay  any  funds  now  or  hereafter  held  by  the 
town  in  trust  into  the  town  treasury,  the  town  paying 
thereon  an  annual  income  at  the  rate  3%  per  cent,  as 
provided  by  chapter  83  of  the  laws  of  1901. 

9.  We,  the  undersigned,  legal  voters  of  Durham, 
hereby  request  the  Selectmen  of  said  Durham  to  insert 
in  the  warrant  for  the  annual  town  meeting,  to  be  held 
March  10,  1914,  the  following  article:  To  see  what  ac- 
tion the  town  will  take  toward  making  the  entrance  to 
the  railroad  station  grounds  passable  from  both  direc- 
tions, agreeable  to  a  petition  signed  by  G.  H.  Sawyer 
and  eleven  other  legal  voters. 

10.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  furnish  a  bond 
for  the  Tax  Collector,  District  and  Town  Treasurer. 

11.  To  transact  any  other  business  that  may  legally 
come  before  the  meeting.

Committee. 


At  the  annual  meeting  March  9,  1886,  the  town  ap- 
propriated $900  for  gathering  material,  writing  and 
publishing  a  history  of  the  town.  Ffity  dollars  was 
drawn  and  expended  by  Winthrop  S.  Meserve,  ch  ir- 
man  of  the  committee,  that  year.  One  hundred  and 
fifty  dollars  was  expended  in  1912.  At  the  annual 
meeting  March  11,  19 13,  the  town  voted  to  raise  $700 
to  make  good  the  sum  authorized  in  1886.  Also  vot- 
ed to  hire  $900  toward  publishing  the  book.  Of  the 
$700  raised  $305.40  remains  in  the  town  treasury. 

The  book  has  been  completed  and  will  soon  be  in 
the  hands  of  the  town  clerk  for  distribution.

REPORT  OF  SCHOOL  BOARD  FOR  1913. 


To  the  Citizens  of  the  Durham  School   District: — 

We,  the  members  of  the  school  board  of  Durham, 
have  the  honor  of  submitting  herewith  our  annual  re- 
port, covering  work  done  during  the  past  year,  and  giv- 
ing recommendations  and  estimates  for  the  ensuing 
year. 

Throughout  the  year  schools  have  been  maintained 
at  Packer's  Falls,  Mast  Road  and  Durham  Point,  in  ad- 
dition to  the  three  schools  in  the  Village. 

During  the  summer  vacation  all  the  school  houses 
were  thoroughly  cleaned  and  the  usual  needed  repairs 
made  At  Packer's  Falls  the  school  house  was  painted 
on  the  outside  and  the  roof  patched.  On  the  inside  the 
walls  and  ceiling  were  tinted  with  the  same  shade  which 
has  been  adopted  for  all  our  school  rooms.  At  Durham 
Point  the  school  house  was  painted  on  the  outside  and 
inside.  In  the  village  school  all  the  seats  and  desks 
were  cleaned  and  shellaced  and  the  floors  oiled,  and  the 
porch  freshly  painted.  At  the  beginning  of  the  fall 
term  every  room  in  the  district  presented  a  clean  and 
wholesome  appearance. 

Water  has  been  supplied  to  the  children  in  the  vil- 
lage school  twice  daily  from  the  Onderdonk  deep  well. 
New  cans  were  purchased  and  arrangements  made 
whereby  the  cans  have  been  thoroughly  scalded  every 
day.  Approved  sanitary  toilet  articles,  including  indi- 
vidual drinking  cups,  paper  towels,  liquid  soap  and 
water  bottles  have  been  supplied  each  of  the  four  schools 
in  the  district. 

The  high  standard  of  our  school  has  been  maintained 
as  will  be  noted  by  the  fact  that  this  year  we  have  re- 
ceived $1168.38  state  aid  against  $994,76,  which   we    re- 
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ceived  last  year,  and  in  1910  we  received  only  $312  57, 

We  wish  to  take  this  opportunity  of  expressing  our 
most  hearty  appreciation  of  the  co-operation  of  the  pa- 
rents with  the  teachers,  superintendent  and  school 
board  in  bringing  up  our  attendance  per  cent,  to  the 
highest  point  in  the  supervisory  district.  This  will 
mean  a  large  increase  in  state  aid  for  average  attend- 
ance for  this  next  year.  We  want  again  to  urge  every 
parent  to  help  in  this  particular  and  see  to  it  that  their 
children  attend  school  unless  detained  by  sickness  or 
some  other  emergency. 

We  wish  to  express  our  appreciation  to  the  teachers 
and  superintendent  for  their  untiring  and  patient  efforts 
in  raising  our  schools  to  a  standard  of  which  we  may 
be  proud. 

We  also  wish  to  extend  our  appreciation  of  the  good  f 
work  done  by  the  Art  and  Needle- Work  Department  of 
the  Woman's  Club  of  Durham  this  last  year,  in  provid-  i 
ing  needle  work  for  the  girls  in  the  Village  school  un- 
der the  direction  of  Mrs.  J.  T.  Bickford.  We  believe 
this  is  only  a  beginning  of  bringing  into  our  schools  in 
this  district  more  vocational  work  for  both  girls  and 
boys. 

We  wish  to  make  a  beginning  this  year  in  carrying  \ 
out  our  recommendations  of  a  year  ago,  namely,  to  fur-  / 
nish  and  install  suitable  adjustable  seats  for  the  vari- 
ous rooms  in  the  district.  This  year  we  have  asked  for 
the  sum  of  seventy-five  dollars  to  furnish  adjustable 
seats  for  Packer's  Falls.  The  present  seats  are  entirely 
too  large  for  the  scholars  who  are  attending  the  school,  ' 
and  in  many  cases  the  feet  of  the  scholars  do  not  touch 
the  floor,  a  condition  that  must  not  longer  be  allowed- 
We  believe  these  seats  can  be  added  gradually  each 
year  without  the  expense  being  felt  by  the  district. 

We  most  earnestl}^  hope  that  some  permanent  water 
supply  will  be  provided  for  the    Village    school    within 
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the  next  school  year.

I  call  attention  to  the  statistical  tables.  These  are 
in  part  summaries  of  the  reports  sent  to  the  State  De- 
partment last  Juiy. 

Table  III  reveals  a  decrease  of  6.2  per  cent,  in  the  to- 
tal enrollment  during  the  past  five  years,  but  the  enroll- 
ment last  year  was  5.5  per  cent,  greater  than  that  of 
1911-12,  the  increase  being  greatest  in  the  village  pri- 
mary room.  Table  II  indicates  the  movement  of  the 
pupils  through  the  grades  and  our  per  cent,  of  promo- 
tion (88)  the  same  as  the  state  average  for  1912,  the  la- 
test figures  from  the  department.  High  school  entrance 
certificates  were  given  to  ten  pupils  and  latest  reports 
indicate  creditable  preparation  for,  and  (as  a  class) 
progress  in,  secondary  school  work.  With  the  decrease 
in  enrollment  noted  above,  the  secondary  school  en- 
rollment has  remained  nearly  constant  since  1909. 

Notwithstanding  the  fact  that  a  plan  by  which  a  reli- 
able, comprehensible  and  universal  mathematical  ex- 
pression of  the  efficiency  of  so  intangible  a  process  as 
that  of  education  has  not  yet  been  devised,  last  year  a 
tentative  scheme  based  upon  the  ratio  of  secondary  to 
elementary  enrollment  was  made  use  of  by  the  state  de- 
partment to  rate  the  efficiency  of  school  systems  in 
towns  and  cities  having  a  high  school  The  sixty  sys- 
tems thus  considered  ranged  in  efficiency  from  21  to  96 
on  a  scale  of  100,  with  a  median  figure  42.  Basing  cal- 
culations on  the  same  plan,  Durham  shows  for  the  last 
school  year  an  efficiency  of  51,  in  a  class  between 
Keene,  Littleton  and  Laconia,  (45)  and  Rochester,  Pe- 
terborough and  Colebrook,  (58.)  The  figures  for  Dur- 
ham in  1909.  obtained  by  the  same  calculation,  was  28. 
The  tendency  throughout  the  state  and  country  is  to- 
ward increased  proportion  of  pupils  enteiing  secondary 
schools.  There  is  manifest  a  significant  indication  in 
this  state  by  the  figures  showing,  in  the  decade   ending 
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1910,  a  high  school  enrollment  increase  of  95  per  cent, 
and  a  population  increase  of  4.6  per  cent. 

The  daily  attendance  for  the  year  1912-13  was  excep- 
tionally good,  owing  to  the  comparatively  mild  winter 
and  constant,  interested  efforts  of  teachers  and  pupils. 
The  cases  of  tardiness  were  too  numerous.  Of  the  232 
cases,  62  were  by  children  from  four  families,  of  which 
one  furnished  27  cases. 

A  rather  unusual  feature  of  the  opening  of  the  fall 
term  was  the  fact  that  no  teacher  was  just  beginning 
work  in  this  town.  Regular  class  room  work  has  pro- 
ceeded very  well  on  the  whole  according  to  the  course 
of  study.  Particular  attention  has  been  given  to  indi- 
vidual work  with  pupils.  A  plan  for  keeping  account 
of,  and  encouraging  individual  progress,  and  at  same 
time  lessening  the  number  of  separate  classes  and  reci- 
tation periods  per  day,  is  being  worked  out  in  the  rural 
schools.  A  regular  period  of  one  and  one-half  to  two 
hours  every  four  weeks  has  been  assigned  for  a  teach- 
ers' meeting  at  the  village.  At  these  meetings  I  have 
criticised  general  class  work  and  management,  given 
instruction  in  details  of  several  subjects,  directed  con- 
sideration of  recent  literature  of  professional  value, 
with  emphasis  on  making  school  work  as  practical  as 
we  can. 

Music  under  the  direction  of  Miss  Hopkins  is  contin- 
ued as  last  year.  The  primary  classes  have  tone  work, 
songs  by  rote,  two  time  motions,  staff  reading,  symbols 
and  terminology  suited  to  the  age  of  the  pupils.  The 
intermediate  grades  have  continued  the  work  of  the 
primary  classes  by  use  of  the  books.  The  seventh  and 
eighth  grades  have  studied  chromatics,  the  arithmetic 
and  simple  theory  of  common  time  and  sing  two  part 
music. 

As  a  result  of  commendable  interest  in  public  educa- 
tion and  recognizing  the  value  of  such    instruction,  the 
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Women's  Club  of  the  town  has  piovided  a  teacher  of 
sewing.  Under  the  able  direction  of  Mrs.  J.  T.  Bick- 
ford,  who  instructs  the  girls  of  grades  6,  7  and  8  for  40 
minutes  on  Monday  afternoon,  many  of  the  girls  are 
receiving  their  first  lessor.s  in  this  very  useful  art,  and 
others  are  adding  desirable  information  to  their  store  of 
needle-work  experience.  Neele  books,  work  bags,  pin 
cushions  and  holders,  involving  cutting,  basting  and 
several  different  stitches,  have  been  made.  About  fifty 
towels  have  been  hemmed  and  sold,  the  proceeds  has  fur- 
nished material  for  aprons.  As  a  matter  of  fact,  onlj^ 
five  girls  out  of  the  class  of  fifteen  had  ever  hemmed  a 
towel.  The  rural  schools  continue  the  needle-work  as 
last  year  under  the  instruction  of  the  teachers  who  keep 
in  touch  with  the  work  of  Mrs.  Bickford.  At  the  vil- 
lage school,  the  boys  utilize  the  forty  minute  period  for 
elementary  work  in  drawing,  using  the  drawing  board, 
rule,  square,  triangles,  protractor,  and  make  application 
of  arithmetic  by  computations,  scale  work,  etc.  All 
this  work  follows  the  state  course  as  far  as  possible  and 
advisable  wuth  local  conditions.  I  trust  the  time  is  not 
far  distant  when  Durham  can  consider  regular  work  in 
manual  training  and  domestic  courses.  I  have  consid- 
ered possibilities  of  forming  a  district  with  other  towns 
for  the  purpose  of  hiring  a  teacher  for  these  branches, 
and  I  think  such  could  be  arranged  readily.  Room  ac- 
commodation I  spoke  of  last  year  and  need  not  repeat 
here.  It  is  a  generally  accepted  idea  that  the  child's 
powers  should  be  at  work  upon  the  same  general  con- 
structive lines  as  those  which  have  brought  civilization 
into  being,  himself  to  actually  perform  fundamental 
types  of  activity  which  make  civilization  what  it  is. 
Of  the  towns  in  this  district,  Newington  last  year  made 
provision  for  these  courses  and  they  are  now  in  appar- 
ently successful  in  the  school.  The  new  law  which  re- 
quires attendance  until  the  age    of  sixteen,    unless    the 
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elementary  school  course  shall  have  been  completed  be- 
fore that  age,  renders  still  more  advisable  these  courses 
tending  toward  vocational  ends. 

I  call  your  attention  to  the  new  medical  inspection 
law  and  would  recommend  it  be  given  consideration  at 
the  school  meeting.  All  record  forms,  etc.,  used  in  con- 
nection with  this  law,  P.  S.  83,  laws  1913,  are  furnished 
by  the  Department  of  Public  Instruction  and  the  State 
Board  of  Health,  samples  of  which  I  have  on  hand. 

In  addition  to  general  supplies  in  sufficient  quantity 
at  prices  comparing  favorably  wath  other  towns  in  the 
state,  I  have  provided  new  geographies  for  grades  7 
and  8,  made  additions  to  the  list  of  reading  material  in 
all  grades  and  replaced  much  that  had  become  worn 
and  filthy,  adopted  a  physiology  for  grade  6,  completed 
the  supply  of  music  texts  for  all  grades,  provided  an- 
other history  reader  for  grade  5  and  several  reference 
books  on  sewing,  drawing  and  other  subjects.  Accord- 
ing to  your  vote,  the  Zaner  system  of  writing  is  being 
used.  Practically  a  new  supply  of  blank  forms,  reports, 
etc.,  was  necessary  this  year.  As  fast  as  new  pupils 
are  enrolled,  I  am  changing  the  office  card  record  of 
pupils  to  a  S3'stem  known  as  the  N.  E.  A.  uniform  rec- 
ord, which  is  being  very  generally  adopted  throughout 
the  country  and  enables  a  pupil  when  going  from  one 
town  to  another  to  take  along  a  brief  record  that  will 
assist  in  placing  him  to  best  advantage  in  the  school 
system  of  the  new  place  of  residence.  This  record  is 
also  a  valuable  permanent  record  of  pupils  not  moving 
from  town  and  of  those  entering  from  other  places. 

The  seats  at  Mast  Road  were  replaced  in  proper  ar- 
rangement A  beginning  should  be  made  to  replace 
seats  and  desks  with  modern  adjustable  furniiure,  a 
plan  which  you  have  already  considered.  I  believe.  A 
great  need  for  this  is  at  the  Pacder,s  Falls  room,  then 
the  village  grammar    and    intermediate    in    that   order. 
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The  toilet  buildings  at  the  Falls  and  Point  should  be 
repaired,  as  before  noted,  and  I  recommed  a  heating 
and  ventilating  stove  on  the  pla  of  the  Brooks  system 
far  the  Falls.  Several  loads  of  gravel  are  needed  in 
front  of  the  Mast  Road  and  Falls  buildings. 

I  have  no  further  recommendations  except  such  as 
may  be  handled  direetly  by  the  Board.  With  apprecia- 
tion for  cooperation  rendered,  this  report  is  respectfully 
submitted.
